The weight borne by the 
column was concentrated on too small an 
area of masonry, the top of which per- 
haps crushed more or less under the 
plate.

onry was fair, ordinary work, calling for 
neither praise nor blanie. 


Since this report was made the capitol 


commissioners have decided to stop work 
altogether on tbo capitol.

DEPENDENT MOTHERS. 


Secretary Teller Makes a Decision 


Concernins Their Pensions. 


•WASHINGTON CITY, Nov. 10.—Secretary 


Teller has rendered oil important decision 
respecting the proper construction of the sec- 
tion of tho revised statutes concerning pen- 
sions to dependent mothers. Tho secretary 
refers to tho recognized moral obb'gation, 
amoug all civilized people, that a son 
should support his dependent .parents and 
holds that whilo there is no statutory pro- 
vision requiring such support, still it may 
be accepted as an established fact in the 
adjudication of theso cases, that tho loss of 
a son has deprived tho parent of the support 
of that sou in tho days of their dependeaco. 
Tho statute governing tho settlement ot 
pensions for dependent mothers, must, tho 
secretary says, hava a liberal construction, 
"so as to include all persons that from 
all the circumstances and words o£ tho 
statute, the legislative mind must have in- 
cluded at the timo of its passage." He reviews 
various points concerning proof to bo required 
that the son contributed to tho support of the 
mother, and says it would bo unjust for a 
mother to receive a pension it sho would not 
bo dependent upon tho son if living, and 
equally unjust to deprive tho mother ol the 
aid 
itho would 
have received if 
her 


son had lived, if the son was a minor 
Vho father was entitled to his services, or i£ 
not liviii" tho mother was so entitled, and 
therefore0 tha dependent father or mother 
should be allowed a pension. 


Tho effect of this decision in tho opinion of 


pension officials, will bo to increase tho 
amount paid pensioners 8500,000 or perhapa 
81,000,000 annually,

Mr.H. L. Shoemaker, a'prominent 


farmer who lives in Turtle, near .Beloit 
met with a terrible accident about aoon 
to-day, by being struck by the locomotive 
of n passenger train on the Janesville 
branch of the Chicago, Milwaukee & St.
